Every year about this time it is the 
duty of the President to make his 
annual report and present his ob- 
servations about the profession and 
the association. I welcome this 
opportunity to discuss with you the 
problems confronting dentistry today 
and also some organizational defects 
in our association which should and 
can be remedied with little effort. 
Due to the fact that the abbreviated 
sessions this year will be devoted 
almost entirely to business consider- 
ations, | believe we can come up with 
answers that will make the association 
a better instrument to serve you. 

It is not my intention to report in 
detail the many activities of the state 
association because most of them are 
adequately described in the commit- 
tee reports in your work book but 
rather to review some general prob- 
lems and to suggest some solutions. 

Last May when I was accorded the 
honor to serve as your President, 
naturally I was committed to seeing 
that your directives and wishes were 
carried out. This I think has been 
accomplished through committees 
and the central office. In addition, I 
had a few ideas of my own in devel- 
oping a program for the improvement 
of our association. 


Legislation 
My first objective, the passage of

legislation further limiting advertis- 
ing by the dental profession. I am 
happy to say such a bill is now in the 
legislature and is making some 
progress. Whether we like it or not, 
it behooves all of us to become more 
interested in politics at all levels and 
to express ourselves not only as in- 
dividuals but support the position of 
the responsible branch of our associa- 
tion involved. Even at best, the 
legislative burden has to rest on the 
shoulders of a few individuals. 

The chairman of the Legislative 
Committee and the responsible in- 
dividuals in the central office not only 
have to try and see that necessary 
health programs involving dentistry 
and the public are supported but 
they have to be ever alert to undesir- 
able legislation constantly being 
proposed. 

The action taken by the Legislative 
Committee in proposing legislation 
for the benefit of the profession and 
consequently for protection of the 
public emanates from this body. The 
timing of introducing of these bills 
naturally is left up to the chairman 
and to those of us whom he contacts 
for advice and counsel. In most 
instances it is inexpedient and too 
expensive to call a meeting of the 
legislative committee every time 
action on some legislative matter is 
required. I would like, however, to 
recommend that the members of the 
Legislative Committee be informed 
about any action taken on their be- 
half, even though general publication 
seems inadvisable at the time. Nat- 
urally they can be apprised of that 
fact. 

In these changing times when we 
have to deal with the changing 
philosophy of all types of health care 
by the public, it is increasingly 
necessary that we constantly watch 





legislation adversely affecting our 
profession. Naturally this will require 
much time and effort. Either we must 
call on outside assistance or provide 
compensation for the chairman of 
this committee because it takes many 
hours of his time from the office and 
many more that he should be spend- 
ing with his family. Serious consider- 
ation to this phase of administration 
should be given by the Trustees. 

Here I am going to break tradition 
and mention the name of H. Trues- 
dale Rensel, the chairman of the 
Legislative Committee, for his untir- 
ing efforts. Truthfully, gentlemen, I 
just don’t know how he does it. 


Dental Students Needed 


The need for more and _ better 
students in our dental schools bids 
fair to become a major problem 
facing the profession during the next 
decade. The encouragement of stu- 
dents to enter dentistry has so many 
ramifications that it affects almost all 
phases of our professional life. 1 am 
sure we must begin by creating the 
best possible professional and _ eco- 
nomic climate for ourselves for it is 
basic that young people are not going 
to be attracted to a profession whose 
members are down graded in their 
social, economic or professional 
status. In other words, we must sell 
ourselves to the prospective student. 

Further than this, we can encour- 
age all plans which put the dentist 
before the public as an outstanding 
member of the community. We can 
give our support and counsel to pro- 
grams in our schools calling attention 
to dentistry as a career. For the past 
several years, we now have available 
the science programs which I am 
convinced can help us to attract in- 
quisitive and able students to become 
interested in the scientific phases of 


dentistry — certainly an aspect y 
dentistry that has never been ade. 
quately understood by the public ani 
by our sister professions. 

In the published report of i 
Survey of Dentistry in the Unita 
States, conducted under the impantig 
direction of the American Couneil q 
Education, considerable space is & 
voted to discussing the need fy 
increased support for Dental edug 
tion. In_ essence, the commissiog 
approving the report expressed cp. 
cern at the ability of the profession 
to provide more and _ better 
for our increasing population. U 
the profession can enlist public 
port for expanding our presen 
teaching facilities and creating n 
schools, the manpower goals 
jected for 1975 will fall far short. $ 
gentlemen, it behooves us to 
acquainted with this problesil 
above all try to attract sufficien 
numbers of well qualified students t 
study dentistry or the future gener 
ations will face not only 
insufficient number of capable d 
tists but the lowering of the quality 
of service they perform. It is 
understanding that in 1960 there wa 
a small increase in the freshma 
enrollment of our Dental Schools b 
not nearly enough to meet the preg. 
ent demand. So please heed the calf’ 
on this recruitment program beca 
if we do not help furnish the 
power for the service the publi 
demands, the National and Stat 
governments will have no choice bug 
to step in and do it for us. This, a 
you know, would bring restricted, 
undesirable regulations that we ar 
constantly trying to avoid. 


Public Relations 





Public Infor: ition or Public Rela- 
tions. Call it whatever you choose but 
the main idca is to make society 
conscious not only of dental health 
but of the profession or individuals 
responsible for keeping the oral 
cavity in good condition as_ to 
function and appearance. 


Everyone realizes the power of the 


press and other communications 
media but what most of us fail to 
realize is the wonderfully effective 
job each one of us can do at chairside 
to foster dental health education. It 
may be we are apathetic or too busy 
io capitalize on our opportunity to 
expound our thoughts to a captive 
audience. The climate of opinion we 
create in our contact with patients 
and the community in which we live 
and serve will be reflected in the sup- 
port of programs we feel will benefit 
sciety. One such program is the 
fuoridation of the public water 
supply. 

I plead with you to spend a little 
time reading the Pennsylvania Dental 
Journal, Newsletter, the ADA Journal 
‘Band the pertinent information which 
‘Byour local officers receive from time to 
Fitime from the central office. Many 
things are suggested to implement 
desirable public information _pro- 
g for the betterment of our 
Bprolession. So many times in our busy 

life these things are set aside as not 
feasible; and maybe they are not in 
titan communities and _ circum- 
Fances but at least they deserve your 
hitention as a group. These ideas do 
ot need to be adopted but can be 
udapted to local conditions. 

After results of fluoridation refer- 
nda in the November elections were 
ublished in which better than one 

illion persons were denied the 
"Penefits of this preventive measure, 
Dr. Charles Patton, President of the 


American Dental Association, stated 
that it was “incomprehensible” to 
him how a well informed electorate 
could defeat a fluoridation proposal. 
The only solution to this problem is 
to conduct a more vigorous educa- 
tional campaign by local dentists and 
interested persons and to be sure the 
local dentists are well informed on 
this subject so that positive answers 
can be given to the many questions 
which confuse the public, created by 
a vociferous minority. Proper infar- 
mation can be obtained from our 
state office, the American Dental 
Association or the Public Health 
Service for the asking. 


As a group we keep well informed 
on scientific advances but we need to 
pay more attention to the changing 
philosophy of all types of health 
services and contribute our bit to try 
to modify some of these undesirable 
trends. Dr. Vincent G. Lawlor, Editor 
of the Pennsylvania Dental Journal, 
in the January issue cautioned the 
professions against using the word 
socialization as a catch phrase to dis- 
miss health proposals without giving 
them a fair hearing. We must do 
more than oppose new proposals in 
the health field because we think they 
are unworkable or undesirable. We 
must offer more realistic and feasible 
programs of our own. The people 
look to us for guidance and we must 
show that the goal of the health pro- 
fessions and the hope of the public 
are the same; to give the best possible 
care for all citizens. Many of these 
dental and health care programs can 
be done on a community level. If we 
are indifferent to the problems of a 
community, they will be indifferent 
to ours. We should be observant and 
offer constructive programs to meet 
existing needs. 

As I see it, most of these national 











health problems 
publicized recently will have to be 


being so widely 
administered on a local level. No 
matter what the national or state 
leaders of the profession project, the 
final solution to the problem rests 
with the local dentist and local dental 
society charged with the responsi- 
bility of serving the public. So I 
repeat again, keep informed about 
the suggested changes as they appear. 
Today people are demanding better 
health care and we of the dental 
profession are quite willing to work 
with them to achieve this legitimate 
objective. This cooperation seems to 
us to be important because health 
care plans to be successful must be 
worked out in consultation with all 
the involved parties. 

The day is long past when the 
Association can stand pat and not 
participate financially and with man- 
power in the Health Activities of the 
public. Dentistry has increased in 
stature the last few decades where to- 
day we are accepted as an integral 
part of the health team. With this 
acceptance comes additional responsi- 
bility. 


Citizen's Advisory Committee 

During the latter part of 1960, the 
Association was asked to participate 
on the Citizen’s Advisory Committee 
to Pennsylvania’s Public Health sur- 
vey conducted by the Johns Hopkins 
University School of Hygiene and 
Public Health. This is the first time, 
to my knowledge, that dentistry was 
included in such a state project. A 
number of dentists from different 
sections of the State were invited to 
participate and Dr. H. K. Cooper of 
Lancaster was appointed chairman of 
the Section on Dental Health. The 
report, with recommendations, will 
be published later this summer. We

Not only do you have to 
ve a transmitter but you need a 
iver and without both there is no 
pmmunication, so consequently no 
nderstanding. I can tell you here 
d now the central office is at your 


disposal at all times and if the in- 
formation is not immediately avail- 
able it will be obtained in the shortest 
possible time. 

This lack of understanding brings 
up another point I would like to 
touch on lightly. On several occasions 
this year, individual members or 
small groups in district and local 
societies have taken it upon them- 
selves to bypass their district society, 
their trustee or the state association 
in obtaining information or suggest- 
ing changes affecting the profession. 
Progressive changes or suggestions are 
welcomed by the association but be 
sure they go through the proper 
channels and save embarrassment to 
all concerned, because eventually 
those bypassed learn of your endeavor 
no matter how good or bad it is. 

Another matter that concerns me is 
a fault in our organizational structure 
and is not serious but I believe the 
activities of the different committees 
of our association should be cor- 
related so that there is no confliction 
of effort which makes one committee's 
work more difficult because of the 
independent action of another com- 
mittee. 

When these unfortunate circum- 
stances arise, no person, committee or 
board should be held responsible 
because as I mentioned before it is 
purely an organizational problem. 
However, I would suggest that the 
chairmen of the different committees 
have a meeting of the minds after 
their programs for the year are 
developed and that the meeting be 
held in conjunction with the interim 
meeting of your Board of Trustees. 


A case in point was a recent service 
letter which accomplished its purpose 
and had the full endorsement of the 
Board of Trustees and the appropri- 
ate committee but which at the same 








time was used by the newspaper in- 
dustry, point by point, to oppose our 
legislative program. 

I realize some of these suggestions 
will take more money than we now 
can afford but for the efficient oper- 
ation of our Association and the 
demands upon it in the future, I am 
sure a raise in dues is indicated.

this Association.

We 
strongly feel that the general public 
should not be asked to decide on 
such a scientific subject. Of course if 
a referendum is unavoidable then the 
proper education of the public as our 
president suggested is imperative. 

The committee endorses the action 
of the Board of Trustees for their 
appropriation to the Citizens Advis- 
ory Committee to the Pennsylvania 
Public Health survey and trust that 
the results will be favorable. 

We, too, want to commend the 
many loyal workers in our Associa- 
tion. Without their dedicated efforts 
Organized Dentistry would certainly 
suffer.

To determine the condition of in- 
dividual teeth on a uniform basis and 
to restrict the examining dentist’s 
judgment to as narrow a range as 
possible, objective criteria have been 
set up and are followed throughout 
the examination procedure. The var- 
ious criteria represent a line drawn 
at a high common denominator of 
specific conditions, a line or denomi- 
nator which in most instances is 
visible evidence of a condition which, 
when seen by most dentists, would 
bring agreement that the condition 
does indeed exist. A tooth, for exam- 
ple, is considered “non-functional — 
loss of supporting structure” when 
its total mobility labiolingually or 
buccolingually exceeds three milli- 
meters. 

Similarly, when _ determining 
whether a tooth is carious, the exam- 
iner first looks for evidence of decay- 
undermined enamel in pits and fis- 
sures, opacity of marginal ridges, and 
decalcified areas on smooth surfaces. 
Once observed, suspected lesions are 
considered carious only when a break 
in the enamel can be demonstrated 
with an explorer. 

The “indexes” which are included 
in the examination are objective as- 
sessments of the oral hygiene status 
and of the severity of malocclusion 
and periodontal disease in individu- 
als. The oral hygiene assessment is 
based upon the amount of oral debris 
and calculus on selected teeth, and the 
assessments of malocclusion and _ pe-

The subject of making changes in 
the Charter of the Association was 
brought before the House by Dr. 
Jewells. He cautioned against setting 
up any provisions in the new instru- 
ment which will take away from the 
members any of the constitutional 
rights granted in the original charter. 
Dr. McEldowney asked Mr. Madden 
to explain the way a change has to be 
made and some of the provisions in 
the original charter that make a 
change seem indicated. 

Mr. Madden stated that the Charter 
was granted at a time when corpora- 
tions had to be set up by an act of 
the General Assembly. Further, the 
document contained much that was 
no longer applicable to the organiza- 
tion such as a list of the members, 
specifies certain offices no longer used, 
places limits on real estate transac- 
tions, etc. He explained the method 
of altering the document by certain 
court procedures and said it was a 
comparatively simple legal procedure. 
At this juncture, a motion was prop- 
erly moved, seconded and passed that:

This suggests that the mechanisms of 
antibiotic resistance and lysozyme re- 
sistant are in some way related. 

Exploration of this possibility and 
delineation of the mechanisms in- 
volved should cast light importantly 
on the whole field of bacteriology 
with special reference to the phe- 
nomena of resistance, adaptation and 
induction of mutation. 

“The work Miss Stuart is doing,” 
Dr. Pearlman summarized, “will, of 
course, be scrutinized eventually by 
experts in the field of bacteriology. 
In fact, her findings may already 
have been reported. 





“Nevertheless, her ingenuity, cu- 
riosity, perseverance and intelligent 
comprehension of the basic issues was 
clear to the judges. On this basis they 
were unanimous in agreeing to 
recognize her accomplishments and 
to encourage her to pursue these 
activities in her chosen field.” 

Miss Stuart, who is an accomplished 
French horn player and debating 
team captain among other things, 
plans to attend Swarthmore College 
this fall.

Mouth Protectors Recommended as PR Project 


Providing mouth protectors to 
athletes who participate in contact

societies—is recommended in a Bureau 
report on page 436 of the April issue 
of the ADA Journal. 

The report, issued by the Bureaus 
of Dental Health Education and 
Public Information, urges all dental 
societies to consider participating in 
the project. 

Wearing of mouth protectors in 
contact sports was recommended by 
a joint committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the Association and 
the American Association for Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation. 
Copies of the committee’s report have 
been sent to all dental societies, and 
additional copies in limited quantities 
we available from the Bureau of 
Dental Health Education. 

The 1960 House of Delegates of 
the Association passed the following 
teolution based on the findings of 
the Joint Committee: 

Resolved, that all agencies 
concerned with  interscholastic 


athletics be urged to make 
mandatory the wearing of prop- 
erly fitted, individually fabricated 
mouth protectors by members of 
school football teams and those 
engaged in other body-contact 
athletic activities during practice 
sessions and games, and be it 
further 

Resolved, that appropriate 

agencies of the Association 

encourage the implementation of 
the foregoing recommendations 
in every way possible. 

Increased interest in providing 
athletes with oral protection is 
reflected by the fact that the National 
Alliance Football Rules Committee 
has adopted a rule making mandatory 
the wearing of mouth protectors by 
all boys participating in football, 
effective for the 1962 season. 

The rule applies to all members of 
high schools and colleges of the 
National Federation of State High 
School Athletic Associations, the 
Junior College Athletic Association 
and the National Association of 
Intercollegiate Athletics.
